deſirous that Our Subjects ſhall in no ſozt ſuffer thereby; 
Do, by this Our pꝛeclamation, Require all Our Keceivers, 
Collectoꝛs and Officers of any the Bzanches of Our Revenue, 
within the Limits and Places, and foz, and during the time 
hereafter mentioned, (That ts to ſay, All and every Our ſatd Officers within 
Our City of London, and Ten Miles Circuit of the ſame City, foz, and during 
the time of one week, And all and every other Our ſaid Officers , out of the ſaid 
City and Circuit, and on the South-ſide of Trent, during the time of thzee Weeks) 
after the Date of this Our P2oclamation) to Recetve fzom Our Loving Sub⸗ 
jects foz their Dutyes by them rcſpectively payable, the ſe veral ſoꝛts of Foꝛeign 
Coins and Monies here:fter named, at the Kates and Ualues following, 'viz. 
Ducatoons at Five Shillings and Sixpence a piece. Thzee Guilder Peeces at 
Five Shillings and Thee pence a piece. Thirty Sti ver Peeces, at Two thil- 
ſings and Seven Pence halfpenny a piece, Cwenty eight Stiver Peeces at 
Two Shillings Sixpence each, Croſs Dollars at Four Shillings Sixpence 
each. Gutlder Peeces at one Shilling Ninepence each. Six Sttver Peeces at 
Sixpence halfpenny each, 


Given at Our Court at Whitehall, this 19th day of Felruzry 1685 
in the Firſt Year ot Our Reign.
